Highway stops net big drug busts

Canine counterparts 
assisted in 16 of 23

Large amounts of drugs have 
already been seized by RCMP 
through routine traffic stops 
along Alberta’s highways this 
year. 

Nearly 181 kilograms of 
marijuana — enough to make 
700,000 joints — along with 
substantial quantities of co¬ 
caine, heroin, oxycodone and 
ciystal meth have been con¬ 
fiscated by the RCMP’s Roving 
Traffic Unit (RTU) since the 
start of Januaiy. 

“We’ve got half a million 
dollars in cash sitting on the 
table here, and millions of 
dollars worth of contraband,” 
Supt. Howard Eaton of RCMP 
I< Division said Tuesday dur¬ 
ing a press conference at 
headquarters in Edmonton. 

“This all came off the high¬ 
ways,” he said. “This is all stuff 
that’s making its way through

• “Although that mountain 
of drugs looks really 
good, there are all forms 
of criminality that come 
from these traffic stops,” 
he said. 


Alberta either to a community 
in Alberta, or making its way 
past Alberta and to another 
community in Canada.” 

Other seized items noted 
by Eaton included mush¬ 
rooms, 70,000 doses of GHB 
and a Beretta handgun along 
with two magazines. 

In total, Eaton said 28 
people are facing charges — 
three women and 25 men — 
mostly from Alberta and B.C. 

The charges stem from 
traffic stops mostly in the 
Lake Louise and Jasper areas, 
with some also near Strath¬ 
more and Olds. The stops 


were performed by RTU mem¬ 
bers, who patrol any stretch 
of Alberta’s 41,000 kilometres 
of roads. 

According to RCMP Const. 
Ryan Frost, much of the activ¬ 
ity is on west-east highways. 

“Certainly the flow of 


contraband in the province 
is primarily west to east be¬ 
cause that’s how Canada is 
built,” said Frost. “There are 
highways in the province that 
move north-south though, 
and some of this contraband 
is from there.” 


There are 190 traffic-ser¬ 
vice members in the RCMP 
serving throughout the prov¬ 
ince, said Eaton. 

“Traffic-enforcement 
members play a key role in 
crime reduction and illegal 
activities,” said Eaton. “They 


do speeding tickets, they do 
following too close, they do 
unsafe lane changes, they do 
impaired drivers and, when 
they get a car stopped, they 
have the skills and the train¬ 
ing to take it to the next step. 

“And this is the result.”

Public school 
board takes a 
U-turn, OKs deal 

In a five-to-four vote, 
Edmonton public school 
board trustees voted to 
support the province’s deal 
with Alberta teachers on 
Tuesday afternoon. 

In March, the same 
board recommended prov¬ 
incial school boards reject 
the proposal. 

“I absolutely stand by 
the position that we took at 
that time that the (Alberta 
School Board Association) 
should not be endorsing 
the proposal,” said Board 
Chair Sarah Hoffman at 
Tuesday’s board meeting. 

Tuesday’s vote to ratify 
the four-year agreement 
came after debate between 
the trustees, which includ¬ 
ed talk of the province’s 
comfort letter. 

Hoffman told the board 
that while the province’s 
comfort level isn’t “as 
comforting” as she would 
like, she’s glad that there 
is one. 

Hoffman said she was 
willing to support the 
proposal “with reservations 
and disappointment.” 

Earlier this month, 
Edmonton Public Teachers 
Local 37, the bargaining 
unit representing Edmon¬ 
ton public teachers, voted 
to support the deal. 

The tentative deal was 
announced by the province 
and the Alberta Teachers’ 
Association in March, after 
more than two years of 
negotiations. 

It includes a freeze on 
teachers’ salaries for three 
years and a Emit on teach¬ 
ers’ working hours. 

The agreement states 
teachers’ salaries will be 
increased by two per cent 
in 2015.

Critics say Redford has

Opposition parties claim

Premier Alison Redford’s Tor¬ 
ies marked the anniversaiy 
of their 2012 election victoiy 
on Tuesday, as opposition crit¬ 
ics labelled it a year marred 
by broken promises and be¬ 
trayal.

The 
Opposition Wildrose won 17 
ridings, while the Liberals took 
five and the NDP four.

toiy, Redford has backtracked 
on promises for, among other 
things, health care, education 
and full-day kindergarten. 

The Wildrose says Redford, 
after promising a balanced 
budget and no debt, delivered a 
deficit budget on March 7 that 
plans for $17 billion in debt 
over the next four years for 
infrastructure spending. 

A promise to reinvest in 
post-secondary education be¬ 
came a seven per cent cut to 
operating grants for schools. 

Redford has said lower- 
than-expected oil prices forced 
her government to scale back 
spending and that the province 
needs to take on debt because 
100,000 newcomers arrive 
each year and need schools, 
hospitals and roads.

The policy was approved by 
trustees Tuesday afternoon. 

Last year, Ross Sheppard 
High School teacher Lynden 
Dorval was suspended then 
fired after he refused to stop 
grading with zeros. 

After the no-zero incident, 
which made headlines across 
Canada, the school board 
launched a review of the assess¬ 
ment policy that has included 
public consultation via an 
online survey and a phone-in 
town hall meeting.

“I’m looking forward to 
moving forward with increased 
clarity and vision in our district 
on assessment,” said trustee 
Heather Mackenzie.

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Men deny VIA Rail terrorist plot; 
‘Let police do their job,’ dad says 


Al-Qaida in Iran to 
blame? Two charged 
over alleged plan to 
hit passenger train 
appear in court 


Two men charged in an al¬ 
leged al-Qaida-supported 
terror plot to attack a VIA 
Rail passenger train disput¬ 
ed the allegations against 
them Tuesday as they made 
their first appearances in 
court. 

Raed Jaser, 35, and Chiheb 
Esseghaier, 30, are facing sev¬ 
eral terrorism charges each 
in what the RCMP is calling 
the first known alleged plot 
in Canada directed by the 
terrorist organization. 

Esseghaier, who appeared 
in court in Montreal, stood 
calmly in the witness box 
and asked to address the 
court. 

“The conclusions were 
made based on acts and 
words which are only ap¬ 
pearances,” he said. 

The judge, Pierre Labelle, 



explained it wasn’t the right 
venue for his remarks. 

Both Esseghaier and Jaser 
are charged with conspiracy 
to murder for the benefit of 
a terrorist group, participat¬ 


ing in a terrorist group and 
conspiring to interfere with 
transportation facilities for 
the benefit of a terrorist 
group. Esseghaier faces an 
additional count of partici¬ 


pating in a terrorist group. 

If convicted, they could be 
sentenced to life in prison. 

Several family members 
attended Jaser’s brief Toron¬ 
to court appearance. 


“Of course I am sup¬ 
porting my son, of course,” 
said his father, Mohammed 
Jaser, as about two dozen 
journalists surrounded him. 
“Let the police do their job.” 


Jaser and Esseghaier were 
charged Monday in an al¬ 
leged plot that the RCMP said 
involved “direction and guid¬ 
ance” from al-Qaida in Iran.

Tragic Rehtaeh. Teen’s 
grieving family makes 
a pilgrimage to Ottawa 


Rehtaeh Parsons’ family met 
with Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper privately Tuesday to 
discuss changes to the crim¬ 
inal code in the wake of their 
daughter’s death. 

Rehtaeh’s father, Glen Can¬ 
ning, said after the meeting he 
doesn’t know what the federal 
government can or will do. 

But he said the meeting 
with Harper was “heartfelt” 
and he was convinced the 
Prime Minister cares about his 
daughter’s case. 


Rehtaeh’s family alleges 
she was sexually assaulted 
at a party and images of the 
15-year old were transmitted 
online. 

Earlier this month, she at¬ 
tempted to hang herself and 
was taken off life support days 
later. 

The family wants the 
criminal code changed 
to stop the Internet trans¬ 
mission of such intimate 
images without consent.

The dead Boston bombing 
suspect, Tamerlan Tsarnaev, 
was an ardent reader of 
jihadist websites and extrem¬ 
ist propaganda, U.S. officials 
said Tuesday. 

And evidence suggests he 
and his wounded brother, 
Dzhokhar Tsarnaev, were 
both motivated by an anti- 
American, radical version of 
Islam, the officials said. 

Officials said Tamerlan, 

26, frequently looked at 
extremist sites, including 
Inspire magazine, an English- 
language online publica¬ 
tion produced by al-Qaida’s 
Yemen affiliate. The maga¬ 
zine has endorsed lone-wolf 
terror attacks. 

Meanwhile, 19-year-old 
Dzhokhar — suffering from a 
gunshot wound to the throat 
— was questioned in hospital 
by investigators, who let him 
write down his replies. 

Dzhokhar has been 
charged with using and 
conspiring to use a weapon 
of mass destruction.

Lewd photos. Threat of 
distribution enough to 
coerce girls, says prof 


Threats to distribute naked 
pictures of six teen girls al¬ 
legedly made by two accused 
teen pimps would have been 
enough to coerce the girls 
into prostitution, said a Uni¬ 
versity of Ottawa bullying ex¬ 
pert Tuesday. 

“The shunning and fear of 
that instills more fear than 
having a sexual encounter 
with a stranger. That speaks 
volumes,” said Tracy Vaillan- 
court, with Canada Research 
Chairs, who studies bullying 
and peer victimization. 


“Girls bully other girls and 
call them sluts. That’s the worst 
that you could be called in a 
sense,” she said, pointing out 
the alleged victims would have 
an easier time keeping one-on- 
one sexual encounters private 
than having lewd photos of 
themselves distributed online. 

“They threatened to steal 
my stuff and tell people what 
I did and probably send the 
pictures out to people,” one al¬ 
leged victim told a defence law¬ 
yer at the courthouse Tuesday.

A teen girl allegedly pimped 
out by two others was taking a 
walk on the wild side when she 
met two johns and got in too 
deep, a defence lawyer charged 
Tuesday before the girl began to 
sob on the witness stand. 

“Word got out on the 
street that (accused one) and 
(accused two) were spending 
time with men, being escorts 
and getting paid for it,” said 
attorney Ken Hall, as he sug¬ 
gested what happened the 
night of May 18, 2012, when 
the 17-year-old girl says she 


was sexually exploited. 

“The turning point was 
when man two brought the 
white lines out,” said Hall, 
referring to the second man 
the girl encountered and her 
testimony that he had white 
lines of powder on a table in 
his apartment connected to a 
warehouse in Ottawa’s east 
end. “That’s when the whole 
house of cards came crashing 
down. That scared you?” 

The teen indicated she was 
scared of him already, since 
he was more than twice her 
age and suspected the white 
powder may have been co¬ 
caine. “I wanted to get out of 
there already. But it made it 
scarier for me,” she said be¬ 
fore she asserted she didn’t 
lie in her statement to police. 

The two girls are among 
three teens accused of pimp¬ 
ing out six teen girls between 
May 18 and June 3, 2012. The 
trio face a litany of charges 
including human trafficking.

Korean War. Canadians 
honoured during 60th 
anniversary of armistice 


There doesn’t seem to be 
any other place in the world 
where perpetual enemies 
stare at each other in plain 
sight, with their feet firmly 
cemented to the ground and 
rock-hard fists at the ready for 
a battle that could come any 
minute — or not at all. 

The Korean War still hasn’t 
officially ended even after 
North and South Korea agreed 
to a ceasefire nearly 60 years 
ago. To this day, Republic of 
Korea guards keep watch on 
their neighbour to the north, 
whose main building lies just 
a stone’s throw away within 
the Demilitarized Zone (DMZ). 

So what’s stopping soldiers 
on either side from jumping 
at each other’s throats? 

“Not much,” says Korean 
War veteran Frank Bayne. 

The former second lieuten¬ 
ant from Guelph visited the 
DMZ with 35 other Canadian 
veterans Tuesday as part of a 
commemorative trip organ¬ 
ized by Veterans Affairs Can¬ 
ada to mark the 60th anniver¬ 
sary of the armistice. He said 
he was one of the few troops 
who fired the final rounds of 
ammunition the day it was 
signed in 1953. 

“So at midnight we all fired

and then we went off and got 
drunk,” said Bayne with a 
chuckle.

But Bayne says Jong-un is 
merely flexing his muscles. 

“People said to me, Aren’t 
you afraid to go back?’

“I think he’s bluffing. I think 
he’s trying to get concessions. 
He wants the world to know 
he can make the United 
States and the world talk to 
him as equals.”

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Forecast. Canada Post 
could have billion-dollar 
losses by 2020, report says 


A think-tank commissioned by 
Canada Post is warning that the 
Crown corporation will be los¬ 
ing $1 billion a year by the end 
of this decade. 

The Conference Board of 
Canada says the postal service 
is being hit by a dramatic re¬ 
duction in volumes in the age 
of digital communication. 

It estimates that the volume 
of bills, invoices, advertising 
and publications handled by 
Canada Post will decline by 
more than 25 per cent by 2020. 

The volume of parcel de- 
livery is expected to buck the 
trend and grow by 26 per cent 
due to online shopping, but the 
Conference Board says it won’t 
be enough to offset the revenue 
lost in other areas. 

The report estimates $576 


million a year could be saved by 
the elimination of door-to-door 
deliveiy for urban homes that 
get it — about one-third of Can¬ 
ada’s households.

on tipping

Many front line staff in the 
hospitality industry rely on 
tips to make a living wage. 
Although I do believe that 
they should be earned, not 
expected, it is important to 
assume the best and factor 
in the appropriate gratuities 
when planning your next 
holiday 

For servers in North Amer¬ 
ican restaurants you should 
be leaving 15 per cent before 
tax at a minimum, including 
cost of drinks. For exceptional 
service you could bump that 
up from 18 to 20 per cent. 

In Europe they often include 
the tip in the bill, but an addi¬ 
tional five to 15 per cent is 
appreciated. In Australia and 
New Zealand, just leaving five 
per cent is acceptable. In the 
Scandinavian countries and 
Japan, you are not expected to 
leave anything. 

If you are staying in for 



some room service, always 
check the bill to see if a 
service charge has already 
been added on. It usually is 
indicative of a pooled tip, to 
be divided up by the entire 
department. If your server 
was particularly good, you 
may wish to give something 
extra but are certainly not 
obliged to do so. 

Hotel room attendants 
tend to be the forgotten ones 
of the hospitality world. I like 
to leave $2 to $5 per day on 
the bed with a note of thanks. 
If you prefer to give one tip at 
the end of a longer stay, leave 
an envelope at the front desk. 
Note your room and number 
and dates of stay on the envel¬ 
ope and that you would like 
it divided among all the staff 
that serviced your room. 


Hotel porters and 
bellhops should receive $1 
to $2 per bag and parking 
valets $2 to $5. Tip the valet 
up front to ensure better 
service when it’s time to 
leave. Taxi drivers in North 
America expect a 10 to 15 
per cent tip. In Europe, 
simply round up the fare 
and in most Asian coun¬ 
tries don’t woriy about it. 

A concierge often provides 
the most varied of services, 
so an appropriate tip could 
be anywhere between $2 
and $20 depending on the 
complexity of your request. 
I would consider a standard 
restaurant reservation on 
the lower end of the scale 
and securing last minute 
tickets to a sold out concert 
on the upper end. 


Ottawa brings the 
North down south 


Festival. Beginning 
this week, Canada’s 
capital plays host to

The National Arts Centre is 
bringing the North to the South 
this spring with a 10-day festi¬ 
val featuring northern artists, 
musicians, singers, chefs, writ¬ 
ers and stoiytellers who blend 
the traditional with the con- 
temporaiy. 

Eveiy two years, the centre 
showcases a region of the coun¬ 
try. In 2011, it was the Prairies. 
This year, the North will be the 
focus from Thursday until May 
4. 

“We certainly do have prob¬ 
ably the largest representation 
of artists from the North that’s 
ever been brought together out-

side that region,” said executive 
producer Heather Moore. 

The festival features music 
and theatre, art and culture, 
food, film, fashion, fiddlers and 
folklore. 

People will be able to sam¬ 
ple smoked Arctic char tacos 
and elk poutine from a local 
food truck run by a former 
Yukon resident. Three northern 
chefs will be paired with three 
Ottawa chefs to try their own 
interpretations of char, rein¬ 
deer and other northern fare. 

As a whole, the Northern 
Scene offers a glimpse of an arts 
scene that many rarely see. 

“I think people are going to 
be quite surprised at the scope 


and the variety and just how 
contemporaiy eveiything is,” 
said Moore. 

Some of the artists, such as 
Susan Aglukarlc, are household 
names, while others are un¬ 
known to people in the south. 

“We’ve got veiy worldly 
people who have travelled 
eveiywhere and we’ve got 
some people who haven’t been 
south of Fort Simpson” (in the 
Northwest Territories), Moore 
said. 

In all, the festival features 
about 250 artists in more than 
50 events. Moore said previous 
versions have attracted 50,000 
people and she sees no reason 
this year should be different. 

While some performances 
are already sold out, there are 
also free events. The arts centre 
itself, which sits on the bank of 
the Rideau Canal within sight 
of the Parliament Buildings, 
will be the main venue, from its 
foyer to its various theatres and

Jobs. What to expect, 
how to prepare, and 
how to follow up after 
your big interview

If you really want to impress 
an insurance employer in a job 
interview, it all comes down to 
one thing: always be prepared. 

One of the biggest mistakes 
students and recent graduates 
make is coming in unprepared, 
says Trevor Buttrum, Career 
Connections (career-connec- 
tions.info) program manager 
at the Insurance Institute of 
Canada. Being unfamiliar with 
the company, being unable to 
make connections or draw par¬ 
allels between your experience 
and the role, or showing up late 
are the three biggest insurance 
industiy job interview don’ts, 
he adds. 

Keep reading to find out 
what to expect during, how to 
prepare for and how to follow 
up after your next job interview 
with an insurance employer: 


What to expect 


Most interviews for insurance 
jobs involve a two-step process: 

The telephone screen 

The process may start with a 
telephone screen conducted by 
a recruiter in the company’s 
human resources department. 
“The telephone screen is de¬ 
signed to confirm that you meet 
the criteria for the position, es¬ 
tablish your understanding of 
the role, and get a sense of your 
style or approach,” Buttrum ex¬ 
plains. 

The in-person interview 

If you meet the requirements of 
the telephone screen, it will usu¬ 
ally be followed by one or two 
in-person interviews that may 
now include the hiring manager 
and other colleagues involved in 
the process. “Don’t let it throw 
you if it is a panel interviewing 
you — these are now common 
place!” Buttrum says. 

The in-person interviews 
will most likely be behavioural 
or competency-based, he says. 
“Think, ‘Tell me about a time 
when...’ or scenarios that get at 
how you might handle various 
aspects of the job. The employ¬ 
er is looking for you to make 
connections between what you 
have done and how it will help 
you to be successful in your po¬ 
tential new role.” 


How to prepare 


Find out what you’ll need 

When you’re invited for the 


interview, whether it’s by phone 
or email, always ask if there’s 
anything that you should bring. 
Here’s why: 

“I once had an employer 
say, ‘Good thing you asked, I 
almost forgot to mention that 
we would like to see an example 
of a presentation you have de¬ 
veloped. Could you supply us 
with a version on a USB key?”’ 
Buttrum recalls. “I would have 
never just ‘had one on hand’ in 
an interview.” 

Know yourself 

In a job interview situation, 
knowing exactly how your 
education and experience will 
benefit the employer and the 
role you’ve applied for is half 
the battle. 

Ideally, you’ve already de¬ 
termined this in order to tailor 
your resume and apply for the 
job in the first place, but if not, 
learn as much as you can about 
the role and map out how you 
fit the bill, Buttrum says. 

Practise your answers to typ¬ 
ical job interview questions with 
a trusted friend or career coun¬ 
sellor and introduce examples 
from your experience into the 
conversation. Buttrum recom¬ 
mends using the STAR method 
to help you answer the inter¬ 
viewer’s questions: 

• Situation — Setting the 
stage: Who, when, where, why? 
(five per cent of your answer). 

• Task — What did you do? 
What was your role? (five per 
cent of your answer). 

• Action — How did you do 
it? What steps did you take? (70 
per cent of your answer). 

• Result — What happened? 
What was the outcome (20 per 
cent of your answer). 

Do your research 

How much do you know about 
the company, its business, core 
values and any other unique as¬ 
pects to it? 

“Web research, reading 
trade publications, checking 
out examples of their consumer 
marketing and talking to indus¬ 
tiy professionals are great ways 
to gain these types of insights,” 
Buttrum explains. 

Dress for success 

“Insurance is a traditional in¬ 
dustiy and, although business 
casual is becoming the norm 
for day-to-day in the workplace, 
it is suggested that you go busi¬ 
ness formal for the interview,” 
Buttrum advises. 

What does that mean? “Suit 
jackets, blazers, pressed pants, 
blouses, collared shirts, ties, 
nicely-shined shoes and knee- 
length skirts are what come to 
mind,” he adds. 


How to follow up 


Should you or shouldn’t you? 
When and how often? These are 


all questions that tend to plague 
students and recent graduates 
following their job interviews. 

“Before you leave the inter¬ 
view, ask what the next steps 
are in the process and when the 
employer anticipates moving 
forward in their decision mak¬ 
ing,” Buttrum recommends. 
“Keep this date in mind and use 
it as a temperature gauge for 
when to follow up next.” 

From there, don’t push too 


hard. “Like any relationship, 
high frequency or intensity fol¬ 
lowup can send the wrong mes¬ 
sage,” he says, adding that the 
process may be taking slightly 
longer than expected, hiring 
may not be the person’s pri- 
maiy responsibility and other 
priorities may have arisen since 
your interview. “Be sure to give 
the employer a lithe leeway.” 

Frame your followup as 
checking in to see where they 


are in the process rather than 
asking whether or not they 
have reached a decision, and 
let the employer know you are 
happy to answer any questions 
or provide additional informa¬ 
tion which might support the 
process, Buttrum advises.

• Include an objective and 
a professional summaiy, plus 
details about your education 
and work and volunteer his¬ 
tory. 

Don’t: 

• Use industry-specific 
slang, jargon or acronyms if 
you can avoid it. 

• Include references to 
your age, gender, ethnicity, 
religion or political affiliation, 
sexual orientation or Social In¬ 
surance Number (SIN). 

• Forget to include accom¬ 
plishments rather than tasks.

With nothing left to accom¬ 
plish as a team this season, 
the timing of Ryan Nugent- 
Hopkins’ shoulder surgeiy 
perhaps makes sense for the 
Edmonton Oilers. Now the 
question becomes one of 
asset management and, in a 
more cosmic sense, luck. 

Nugent-Hopkins joins 
fellow top draft pick Taylor 
Hall on the team as big 
Edmonton talents who 
have gone under the knife 
for torn labrums early in 
their NHL careers and both 


blamed the maladies on inci¬ 
dents that occurred in junior 
hockey. 

I’m not going to ques¬ 
tion why it took them or 
the Oilers so long to make 
the move, but I will say that 
another young NHL star 
learned this season what 
taking care of his body can 
do for on-ice performance. 
That would be Colorado Ava¬ 
lanche centre Matt Duchene, 
the team’s second-leading 
scorer (one point behind 
linemate P.A. Parenteau). 
Duchene had a career season 
offensively and the fact he 
got to the root of perform¬ 
ance issues that stemmed 
from ankle and knee prob¬ 
lems was the key. Duchene 


worked with trainer Andy 
O’Brien (Sidney Crosby is 
also a client) and found out 
how his body was acting 
inefficiently this summer 
and last year’s injuries were 
a root cause. 

Hall and Nugent-Hopkins 
are different from each 
other, even though offen¬ 
sive excellence are both 
strengths. For Hall, his speed 
wouldn’t be as affected by a 
shoulder injury as it would 
be by say, an ankle problem, 
but the reckless abandon 
with which he plays the 
game must be examined. 

It can be both a pro and a 
con with Hall and as we’ve 
also seen with Carolina’s 
Jeff Skinner this season, you 


can’t score goals when you’re 
sitting in the quiet room 
after being on the wrong end 
of another big check. 

With Nugent-Hopkins, his 
vision was always a hall¬ 
mark, but his hands are also 
mint. A shoulder problem 
could affect that movement 
a bit, but again, this doesn’t 
have to be a big deal in his 
young career. The key is to 
not only rehab the surgeiy, 
but work with somebody 
like O’Brien to make sure 
natural moves are being 
made once he’s back on the 
ice and in the weight room. 
Body mechanic research is so 
advanced now, it can make a 
huge difference in a player’s 
career. Just ask Duchene.

The car’s 
Honda roots are defin¬ 
itely showing, but it easily 
beats the rest of Acura’s 
sedan fleet when it comes 
to appearance. Perhaps 
surprisingly, its overall di¬ 
mensions — length, width 
and height — differ only 
slightly from the RL. 


Weight 


The rigid body struc¬ 
ture uses considerable 
amounts of high-strength 
steel that, combined 
with numerous alum¬ 
inum body panels, helps 
keep the car below the 
1,820-lcilogram mark. 
That’s roughly 45 kilo¬ 
grams lighter than the RL. 


Engine 


The RLX clings to its V6 
roots by using a 310-horse- 
power 3.5-litre unit that 
produces 272 pound-feet 
of torque. By comparison, 
the RL’s 3.7-litre V6 made 
300 horsepower and 271 
pound-feet of torque. The 
engine prefers premium 
fuel, but the RLX is rated at 
10.51/100 km in the city 
and 6.4 on the highway. 


seats and a floor console 
that can be opened from the 
driver or passenger’s side. 

Although not obvious 
in flat-out driving, the RLX 
certainly feels poised and 
precise in tight turns and 
provides a no-sweat experi¬ 
ence when braking at high 
speeds. 

The RLX arrives with 
an abundance of people- 
pampering content, but you 
will need to shell out more 


than the $50,000 base price 
to add a number of colli¬ 
sion-mitigating features, 
the navigation system, pre¬ 
mium leather package and 
your choice of two high-end 
audio systems. 

The RLX is a giant leap 
forward for Acura and is 
comparable to more es¬ 
tablished luxury brands 
in style and content, with 
a smidgen of “takaburi” 
tossed in for good measure.

Through the years many 
sounds have been associ¬ 
ated with, and emanated 
from, automobiles. 

To cite a few: the howl of 
an engine in anger; the bark 
of an unrestricted exhaust; 


the screech of tires desper¬ 
ately trying to find grip; the 
cursing and horn blowing 
induced by having to share 
the road with moronic 
motorists; the gluclc-gluclc 
of a kid throwing up in her 
child seat. 

One of the newer auto¬ 
motive sounds is the “sound 
trademark.” 

A lot of these signature 
sounds typically end a radio 
or TV spot, like those quick 
electronic notes that say 
“Intel.” They’re an audio 
equivalent of a visual logo, 
if you will. Well-known ex¬ 
amples are the Macintosh 
start-up chime, the 20th 
Century Fox “Fanfare” and 


the NBC chimes. 

On the automotive 
scene, BMW has been the 
most active “audio logo” 
practitioner. Its “double 
gong” logo sound has been 
around for 14 years. But a 
couple of weeks ago, BMW 
revealed a new audio call¬ 
ing card destined to replace 
the double-gong. 

I’ve listened to this new 
sound several times and 
find it hard to describe. 

This is how a BMW press 
release describes it: “Re¬ 
verse technology is used 
to play sound elements 
forward and backwards in 
a way that symbolizes flex¬ 
ible mobility. 


The melody is intro¬ 
duced by a rising, resonant 
sound and underscored by 
two distinctive bass tones 
that form the sound logo’s 
melodic and rhythmic basis. 
The sounds build toward a 
shimmering, sophisticated 
finish. This combination of 
different elements repre¬ 
sents the joy of progress, of 
dynamism, and Sheer Driv¬ 
ing Pleasure.” 

The description begs two 
pertinent questions... 

“Huh?” 

And, “You can accom¬ 
plish all that (whatever that 
is) in less than two seconds 
of sound?” 

Frankly, I prefer the old 


double-gong and/or Audi’s 
audio logo, which is com¬ 
prised of a couple of quick 
and amped up “heart beats.” 

A few years ago Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz tried a “choir 
boy” sound logo, then 
dropped it and never re¬ 
placed it. 

Harley-Davidson tried 
for years to trademark the 
sound of its V-twin engines, 
but eventually gave up after 
deciding it wasn’t worth 
spending more money with 
no end in sight. 

So it doesn’t seem to be 
for everyone. I don’t foresee 
a time when all automakers 
will have an audio logo, but 
you never know. 


Apparently note sequen¬ 
ces work well as audio logos 
because once they become 
familiar, you only have to 
hear a couple of the notes 
before your brain wants/ 
needs to finish the se¬ 
quence. 

Like McDonald’s “Bah 
dah bah bah bah ... I’m lov¬ 
ing it.” 

For that reason, if I were 
ever to design an audio logo 
for a super hot car, it would 
include a second or two of 
screeching tires and manic 
engine howling followed 
immediately by someone 
yelling “Holy! ...” Your 
brain would easily fill in an 
appropriate second word.

Common Issues 


Start your visit with a used 
R8 candidate by inspecting 
the vehicle’s tires and brakes. 
Ensure the seller isn’t pass¬ 
ing off a set of rubber or 
brake pads and rotors that 
are in need of replacement. 

A tire tread-depth gauge can 
help. Squealing brakes are 
a sign of wear and a mech¬ 
anical inspection at an Audi 
dealer should be considered 
mandatoiy. 

Check all interior elec¬ 
tronics twice — paying

attention to the MMI system 
and ensuring it activates, 
boots up and manipulates 
various functions properly. 
Ensure no “check engine” or 
“service vehicle” notifications 
are present in the instrument 
cluster. Shift the manual 
transmission quickly, ensur¬ 
ing the clutch “bites” hard, 
and works without slippage. 
Some owners report elec¬ 
tronic dialing-back of engine 
power when shifting quickly 
if the clutch is slipping, 
which is intended to increase 
durability. Finally, inspect 
the R8’s paint for signs of 
blotchiness.

Depending on 
which side of the car crosses 
the line, the rumble strip sound 
will come out of the left or right 
stereo speaker, overriding any 
music that’s playing. 

The warning system is de¬ 
signed to identify inattention, 
rather than intent. It will not 
warn if the driver has the turn 
signal on, or if he or she moves 


the wheel sharply. “It will deter¬ 
mine that you (fid this on pur¬ 
pose,” Lemaitre says. “It’s look¬ 
ing for a pattern of behaviour 
that indicates inattention. If I’m 
not paying attention, or perhaps 
falling asleep, I’ll tend to slowly 
drift out of my lane.” 

The windshield-mounted 
camera is part of Mazda’s i-Ac- 
tivSense system, which also uses 
radar and lasers for technolo¬ 
gies that will adjust the cruise 


control speed when following 
other vehicles, turn the high- 
beam headlights on or off, warn 
an inattentive driver if a car 
has stopped ahead, and at low 
speeds, brake the vehicle if 
necessary to avoid a collision. 
“All of the technologies are 
there to aid the driver, not be 
in place of the driver,” Lemaitre 
says. “We’re a driver’s brand so 
we don’t want to automate the 
driving experience.”

Autopilot. The huge 
Chinese vehicle

The Shanghai motor show 
on this week further con¬ 
firms the importance of the 
Chinese market to today’s 
global automakers. 

They showed up in 
droves bearing metaphor¬ 
ical boxes of chocolates and 
actual concepts and produc¬ 
tion cars. And why wouldn’t 
they? 

Good to be big 

China is by far the single 
largest vehicle market in 
the world — selling more 
than 20 million units a year. 
The next biggest market, 
the U.S., is about 15 mil¬ 
lion. GM sells more vehicles 
in China (about 2.8 million) 
than it does in America. 

Size is just one thing. 
Potential is another. In the 
U.S. there are currently 800 
cars for every 1,000 people. 
That’s one saturated mar¬ 
ket. In China, it’s currently 
about 50 to 80 vehicles per 
every 1,000 people. That’s 
upside with hot sauce. In 



five years China’s annual 
market is expected to top 35 
million units. 

It’s a free for all 

And what’s making auto¬ 
makers even more crazy 
about China is that the mar¬ 
ket is still up for grabs. No 
dominant player. Lots of 
domestic and foreign play¬ 
ers investing in production 
and retail facilities. Lots of 
current and future segment 
races to be won and lost. 

Driving the design bus 

Net result: A massive 
amount of intellectual and 
monetary design capital 
is being focused on China 
at the moment, and that 
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will reverberate across all 
global markets. 

This is not to say that the 
Chinese market will darken 
the design light in other 
markets, only that what’s 
going on in China will sure¬ 
ly influence global design 
trends. There’s no way it 
can’t. 

At the very least, we 
here in the North American 
market get to “yea or nay” 
automotive designs that are 
already fleshed out and/or 
contemplated for China. 

Take for example the 
Nissan Friend-ME concept, 
which had its world debut 
at Shanghai. Nissan says 
it has been expressly de¬ 
signed to appeal to the 


world’s largest single mar¬ 
ket demographic — the 
approximately 240 million 
Chinese born in the 1980s, 
tagged as the “Balinghou.” 

Because of China’s “one 
child” policy, the majority of 
the Balinghou demographic 
are males without siblings. 
They are in their mid-20s 
now and ready to buy. (They 
might be somewhat over 
parented too, but let’s not 
go there today.) 

“Clearly, their tastes will 
shape automotive trends 
worldwide for decades to 
come,” said Nissan’s prod¬ 
uct strategy chief, Francois 
Bancon, in a press release. 

Because they grew up 
without siblings, and lei¬ 
sure time with peers is 
treasured, Nissan figured 
the Friend-Me could give 
these Balinghou males a 
private-yet-connected space 
to hang out with peers, 
and a “balanced” design 
that allows them to “stand 
out” and “fit in” at the 
same time. And speaking to 
China’s growing urbanity, 
another aim of the design is 
to be a “confident creature 
of the night, meant to be 
seen in bright city lights.” 

I don’t know how much 
you, or I, have in common 
with a 20-something male 
in China, who has no sib¬ 
lings but loads of personal 
and familial expectations, 
but it you watch auto¬ 
motive design over the 
next few years, we might 
find out. 


Complex car components can be costly 


Driving force. Auto 
parts: The more they 
make, the less they cost 
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MCINTOSH 
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A car may be expensive to buy, 
but it’s also expensive to build. 
In addition to the cost of raw 
materials, plant overhead and 
labour, automakers also have 
to consider the design and de¬ 
velopment of each component. 

“Before we stamp out the 
first part, there are significant 
costs associated with design, 
product validation, capital 
equipment and tooling that 
must be paid for up front, or 
agreed to be amortized across 
the production run,” says Pat¬ 
rick Kinsie, executive director 


of global business develop¬ 
ment for Multimatic Inc., 
which makes various parts for 
several auto companies. 

While simple parts will 
have relatively smaller 
start-up costs, the price 
for complex ones can be 
astronomical. Developing a 
completely new engine or 
transmission can be as much 
as $500 million to $1 billion. 

Car companies spread 
these enormous costs over 
volume production, includ¬ 
ing numerous variants. An 
engine design may stick 
around for some 15 years, 
with engineers creating new 
or differently-sized engines 
based on its architecture. 
There will still be consider¬ 
able cost involved for these, 
but it will be much less than 
starting from scratch. 

Vehicle platforms are de¬ 
signed so they can be used

to create several new models 
with common componentry, 
spreading the initial cost 
and recouping it as soon as 
possible. 

Depending on the part, 
automakers may produce 
it in-house or work with 
independent suppliers. 
There are many ways these 
companies work together, 
including the car manufac¬ 
turer handing over a produc¬ 


tion-ready design for the sup¬ 
plier to build, or providing 
the size and performance re¬ 
quirements and having the 
supplier design and develop 
it, known in the trade as full 
black-box design. 

New designs are initial¬ 
ly made into prototypes 
to make sure they’ll work 
properly, and if they’re 
structural, they will need 
to be crash-tested. Once the 
parts are validated, expen¬ 
sive dies are made to stamp 
them out in large quantities. 

“There are compan¬ 
ies that run profits mak¬ 
ing a handful of hand-built 
engines, but they charge 
a much higher price for 
them,” Kinsie says. “In a 
mainstream vehicle, the 
automaker will want to 
make it in the millions to 
get that unit amortization 
down to a reasonable level.”
